I arlier this year, professional 
freerunner James Kingston from 
I Southampton became the first 
person to stand atop Wembley Stadium's 
famous arch, completely harness free.

Unfortunately he^s 
also one of many to sustain an 
injury in his case losing the use 
of his arm when an improvised 
explosive device (lED) went off 
underneath him. 

Three years on, and Sides has 
become the world’s first individual 
to receive a groundbreaking new 
prosthetic limb that can be 
controlled solely with the use of 
his brain and electrodes implanted 
in his arm. 

^The joke is I got a Luke 
Skywalker hand!” exclaims a 
jovial Sides. can’t do anything 
new, but it’s the fluidity and the 
quality: grabbing my wallet to get 
money from the ATM, getting 
groceries, cooking, everything.

The tour is due to end in 
Panmunjom, which is referred 
to as the Joint Security Area 
(or JSA in military speak), and 
sits at the most advanced point 
in South Korea along the 
Military Demarcation Line. 

Up until 2007, it was the only 
connection between the North 
and South and houses official 
buildings from both warring 
sides. This tour takes us deep 
into ^^Conference Row”, where 
representatives from both sides 
sometimes meet to hold talks.
